when we get the word.”

Talks In 
Bombay To Hindus, Moslems And 
Pope Urges Inter-Faith Cooperation 


BOMBAY, India (U PI)-A fter 
a dramatic clasping of hands 
with some of the spiritual lead­ 
ers 
of 
India’s 
non-Christian 
millions, Pope Paul VI today 
called for inter-faith coopera­ 
tion “to build the common fu­ 
ture of the human race.” 


“We must come closer to­ 
gether with our hearts in mu­ 
tual understanding, esteem and 
love,” the pontiff told a color­ 
ful audience of Hindus, Mos­ 
lems and Parsees. 


“In this mutual understand­ 
ing 
and 
friendship, 
in 
this

sacred 
communion, 
we 
must 
also begin to work together to 
build the common future of the 
human race.” 


The statement and the sym­ 
bolic 
touching 
of 
hands 
oc­ 
curred on the second day of the 
Pope’s triumphal visit to this 
teeming city on the shores of 
the Arabian Sea. 


In a later ceremony, 250,000 
persons cheered as the pontiff 
took part in consecrating six 
bishops from five contempts. 
Riding in a jeep painted with 
the white 
and 
yellow papal 


colors, the Pope toured Bom­ 
bay’s “oval,” a central park 
where a huge altar had been 
built for the sessions of the Eu­ 
charistic Congress which the 
Roman Catholic leader came 
here to attend. 


The citizens of Bombay, most 
of them Hindu, turned out by 
the thousands to cheer the Pope 
in a multitude of languages. 


With an outpouring of enthu­ 
siasm, they waved flags and 
handkerchiefs 
as 
Pope 
Paul 
passed. Although the “oval” it­ 
self held less than 100,000 per­ 


sons, another 150,000 crowded 
into the streets around it. They 
stood on balconies and rooftops, 
and many of the more agile 
climbed into the more than 500 
coconut and palm trees that 
line the oval. 


It was a spectacular manifes­ 
tation of the spirit of the Ecu­ 
menical Council for closer con­ 
tacts between Roman Catholics 
and non-Christians.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson was operated on 
today for the removal of a be­ 
nign type of lesion from the 
back of his right hand. 


The White House described 
the ailment as a small hyper­ 
keratosis, a thickening of the 
skin on the hand. Press Secre­

Reedy 
said 
there was no malignancy. 


The operation was performed 
in the President’s bedroom. It 
did not interfere with Johnson s 
immediate schedule. He kept an 
appointment 
to 
speak 
at 
Georgetown 
University 
where 
he received an honorary degree. 
But he appeared restless and 
was perspiring. 


On his hand he wore a small, 
flesh colored bandage, marking 
the spot where the surgery was 
performed. 


While seated during the early 
part of the Georgetown cere­ 
mony, he smoothed his hair 
several times and shielded his 
eyes against the glare of lights. 
He subsequently asked that tel­ 
evision lights be turned off un­ 
til he started speaking. 


Reedy said the operation last­ 
ed 20 to 30 minutes. He de­
